Huron Twp. Senior Citizens 
Volunteer Program Introduced

On March 10th Township 
board meeting, Police Chief 
Metzger and Police Reserve 
Officer Jim DuFour intro- 
duced the new program that 
called for senior citizens to 
get involved in various vol- 
unteer tasks with the police 
department. 

Chief Metzger said he 
“tasked” Officer Dufour sev- 
eral months ago to look into 
the program. He did so and 
Officer Dufour spoke to the 
Board about his efforts to 
date. He advised the program 
arose out of the 9-11 emer- 
gency. He went on to 
describe the seniors as “the 
nation’s greatest asset.” He 
added the chief and he 
recently met with the seniors 
at the Krzyske Center and 
described them as “quite 
receptive.” 

He said he understood that 
some seniors did not have the 
time or the resources to con- 
tribute to the community but 
he said some do and the pro- 
gram provides a resource for 
them. 

Supervisor Mitchell re- 
ferred to the list of tasks in 
the brochure and pointed to 
the “answering of phones.” 
He asked how that would 
work? Dufour responded in 
general and said the list were 
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recommendations made up 
by the people that worked 
with the federal government. 
He said some would apply 
and some wouldn’t and he 
described them as “thought 
starters.” 

The chief was quick to 
respond and tried to explain 
the tasks. He described their 
use during a “catastrophic 
event.” He said the event 
would cause a lot of phone 
calls into the department and 
the seniors could assist in 
those calls. He referred to a 
crime prevention packet that 
his department is working on 
and the seniors could deliver 
the packet to new residents 
or perhaps residents that 
have been a victim of a 
crime. 

He continued by saying they 
could check on homes while 
the residents were on vacation 
and mentioned the ordinance 
issue, which he described as 
“big in our Township.” He 
said the seniors would not 
enforce the ordinances but 
would be asked to drive by 
and then report to the ordi- 
nance officer. 

He emphasized it would be 
seniors themselves that 
would put the program 
together and they would 
decide what programs to 
implement. 

Treasurer Skrzycki praised 
the program stating he was 
introduced to the program 
while at a national confer- 
ence in Washington D.C. He 
told the chief he should 
include the fire chief in the 
program and he described the 
program as a good thing and 
to keep up the good work. 

Supervisor Mitchell was 
quick to respond that it may 
be a good thing for some 
communities but he wasn’t 
aware that crime was to the 


point that we needed senior 
citizens to check on things. 

He said it was adding 
another level of someone 
checking for a problem that 
he wasn’t aware of as a prob- 
lem. He went to say he didn’t 
like the idea of citizens 
checking out houses with the 
possibility of getting hurt. He 
described himself as a senior 
and he said he wasn’t going 
to check on somebody’s 
home without something to 
defend himself with. He cau- 
tioned that sending seniors 
out on these types of tasks 
was not a wise thing to do. 

Treasurer Skrzycki must 
have thought the supervisor 
missed the point because he 
said the program was not 
about that. He said it was 
about homeland security. He 
added it was about terrorism 
and having some type of 
infrastructure in place 
beyond the “first respon- 
ders.” He saw the program as 
an extension of the police and 
fire departments and said we 
are not sending out seniors to 
do police work. 

Apparently it was Skrzycki 
that missed the point. The 
brochure clearly lists the fol- 
lowing services to be ren- 
dered. There are answering 
phones, vacation house 
checks, neighborhood watch, 
crime prevention, recruiting 
volunteers, take police 
reports, and distribute infor- 
mation at the police. booth 
during Applefest and the St. 
Stephens festival. (In Huron 
Township this isn’t normally 
considered a response to ter- 
rorist activity). 

Again the police chief was 
quick to respond and explain 
the activities they were inter- 
ested in. However, it seemed 
his explanation was touching 
some raw nerves on the 
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Board because they contin- 
ued to question some of the 
list activities. He continued 
to describe activities that had 
very little to do with emer- 
gencies but more with day- 


to-day simple tasks with 
good public relations in 
mind. 


He said they were looking 
for volunteers and described 
the seniors as “another pair of 
eyes and ears.” He added the 
seniors would be screened 
and trained because they did- 
n’t want vigilantes doing the 
work. He gave an example of 
a person driving by a home 
where the police knew the 
family was on vacation. If 


they saw “a light on” in the 
house they would not 
approach the house but 
would call it in. 

Mitchell persisted and 


asked the chief if crime was 
on the increase? He respond- 
ed he wasn't sure — perhaps 
some types were up and some 
types were down. He empha- 
sized that was not the issue. 

Trustee Krause commented 
that she thought it was a good 
program and was glad the 
issue was brought up. She 
added that sometimes the 
seniors are set aside and for- 
gotten. This program gives 
them some self-esteem. She 
said they are still wanted and 
still provide something for 
their community. 

Trustee Carey said she is a 
member of the senior com- 
munity and too often you are 
pushing aside people who 
have time to volunteer. She 
added that some are waiting 
to be asked to come and help. 


Trustee Adkins asked about 
the taking of police reports. 
The chief quickly responded 
that it was part of the 
“national suggestions.” To 
this Adkins responded the 
brochure mentioned the Ap- 
plefest; suggesting the 
brochure may have more of a 
local slant that was being 
stated. 

Adkins went on to say even 
the application mentioned the 
taking of police reports and 
she felt this was the role of 
the police officers. The chief 
responded and said he was 
thinking more along the lines 


of an insurance driven 
request to make a police 
report. 


At the end of the presenta- 
tion the police chief stated 
the “three projects he was 
interested in were ordinance, 
neighborhood watch, and dis- 
tribution of the “crime pre- 
vention packet” he had 
described earlier, He again 
repeated it would be up to the 
seniors to decide what proj- 
ects they will get involved in. 

The board took no formal 
action and the Township will 
continue developing the pro- 
gram. 

EDITOR'S NOTE: The 
Weekly will always support 
volunteer organizations that 
want to improve the 
Township. We dont think it is 
wise to involve seniors in 
checking out houses for ordi- 
nance violations. We dont 
want see a potentially good 
program get dragged down 
with neighbors spying on 
neighbors or activities that 
place them in harms way.

From time to time, you hear 
me talk about Huron Township 
and the people that have lived 
init. You know I talk about peo- 
ple and say, “they are Huron 
Township.” Generally, I am 
speaking of people that are 
basic straight-talking people 
that understand and appreciate 
the land. I’m talking about 
humble yet proud people with 
an independent spirit. These are 
the people that made Huron 
Township the fine community 
it is. There are people today that 
fit my definition and I embrace 
them. 

Larry Kittle was such a per- 
son.. He came from the long- 
standing Kittle family. that 
came to the area back around 
1837 even before the area 
became a state. They settled on 
a 260-acre farm in the 
Merriman Rd.-West Rd. area. 
Generations later, Larry was 
born and raised in Huron 
Township and lived almost all 
his life in Huron Township. 

He married his fine wife 
Edna and settled on West Road 
just across the street from the 
old Kittle School on West Rd. 
They had five children and four 
of them survive today ensuring 
that his Kittle line will continue 
on. 

Larry was always involved in 


something and he often spoke 
fondly of his days as a Boy 
Scout leader and Commander 
of the local American Legion 
Post. He was particularly proud 
of the military history of the 
Kittle family and in our 
Historical Day news:paper we 
presented his military family to 
the citizens of Huron Town- 
ship. 

You could say I met Larry 
later in life. We always knew 
him because his wife Edna 
worked for Margaret when she 
was the director of transporta- 
tion for the Huron School 
District. But I never really got 
to know him until I became 
involved in the Historical 
Society. I took an immediate 
liking to him which is not sur- 
prising because there aren’t too 
many people that could resist 
him. He was that type of man. 

I consider myself fortunate to 
have known and worked with 
him on the historical society 
and especially the Historical 
Days that we started over five 
years ago. He was always the 
first to arrive and the last to 
leave. There was never a time 
when I would ask a favor that 
he wouldn’t comply. His devo- 
tion to Historical Days moved 
me on more than one occasion. 

He attended every function 
we had and he usually sat back 
and let others run the show. He 


was content to help in any way 
he could but he shunned the 
limelight. While it may have 
appeared he was too humble he 
actually had strength about 
him. He would never start a 
conversation but he sure would 
express his opinion and it 
always made sense. 

It was my impression he was 
a no-nonsense guy that had a 
gleam and sparkle in his eye 
and a weakness for his family. 
I’m sure there are plenty of sto- 
ries about Larry’s brand of non- 
sense and the playful nature of 
it. It is possible to be a no-non- 
sense guy and be involved in 
nonsense. 

You’ve just got to be smart 
enough to know the difference 
and Larry did. 

I often wondered if other 
people saw Larry the way I saw 
him. At his funeral many fine 
stories filled the church and it 
became clear to me that he 
touched a’ lot of people and 
those people shared the same 
good feelings about the man. 

I was fortunate to be part of 
an interview we had with Larry 
and- Edna for the 2003 
Historical calendar. We video- 
taped the interview and I was 
lucky to have been the inter- 
viewer. The calendar was one 
of our best sellers and we sold 
out except for a few copies that 
we kept for the archives. It was 
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a delightful moment and we 
now have a record we can 
continue to enjoy for many 
years hence. 

The Kittle Family buried 
Larry the other day at 
Michigan Memorial.. He had 
died quietly in his sleep. I 
would like to consider that 
maybe Heaven was in need of 
a handy man that liked to play 
golf on his days off. 

We will miss this man. For 
those who are new to the com- 


munity—you may not under- 
stand how much this commu- 
nity will miss him. What you 
need to know is it is people 
like Larry that attracted you to 
Huron Township. We often 
worry that his kind are passing 
from the scene. With his pass- 
ing, Iam more firmly resolved 
to protect the things he loved 
about Huron Township. 

We grieve with his family at 
his passing as he was Huron 
Township.

versus kindergarten. This 
may be what we see before 
long.
